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To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of 

The  Urban  District  Council  of  Woodhall  Spa, 

Mr,  Chairman,  Mrs,  Farmery  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  for  1971. 

The  number  of  dwellings  in  the  Spa  has  shown  a 
substantial  increase  and  tallies  with  the  increased  population 
recorded  by  the  Office  of  Population  Censuses  and  Surveys, 

For  years  past,  this  exceptionally  small  authority  has 
had  great  difficulty  in  maintaining  adequate  refuse  collection 
and  the  situation  has  gradually  deteriorated,  I  am  happy, 
therefore,  to  record  that  the  Council  resolved  to  purchase  a 
large  type  of  collector  vehicle  that  should  complete  the 
collections  weekly  with  ease  and  have  reserve  capacity  for 
further  increases  in  population. 

The  impact  of  the  super-market  and  self-service  shop 
has  involved  extra  packaging,  often  on  a  lavish  scale  since 
the  package  is  impressive  and  cheap  whilst  the  contents  may 
be  neither.  Although  this  effect  has  been  most  marked  in 
cities,  the  demand  for  convenience  foods  has  involved  the  Spa 
in  increased  bulk  of  refuse  per  head,  as  well  as  overall. 

The  wide-spread  use  of  oil,  gas  or  electricity  to  displace 
solid  fuel  has  removed  both  a  source  of  atmospheric  pollution 
and  a  means  of  disposal  of  burnable  refuse.  Certain  'disposables’ 
have  found  their  way  into  sewers ;  the  theory  of  sewer  design  is 
that  the  pipe  is  always  narrowest  at  its  source  and  increases  in 
diameter  as  branches  join,  and  that  its  lining  should  be  smooth 
and  the  whole  leak-proof.  Regrettably,  we  have  had  it  forced 
to  our  notice  that  sewers  laid  more  than  half  a  century  ago  may 
have  deteriorated  and  been  penetrated  by  tree  roots, providing 
snags  to  collect  -  solids  and  cause  blockages.  There  is  no  easy 
or  cheap  solution  although  if  the  public  would  desist  from 
disposing  of  cleaning  rags,  scrubbing  brushes  and  similar 
unsuitable  debris  via  the  sewers,  this  would  reduce  the • chances 
of  blockage  with  inconvenience  to  many  and  cost  to  all.  No  doubt 
the  inadequacies  of  refuse  collection  may  have  contributed  to  a 
desire  to  dispose-  of  offensive  disposables  by  the  quickest  route 
and  the  new  collection  system  may  allow  these  to  be  collected, 
wrapped  in  paper  or  polythene  bags,  in  the  solid  refuse 
collection.  -v 

The  benefits  of  collaboration  between  the  Health 
Authority  and  local  doctors  sharing  premises  and  consequently 
frequent  personal  contact  has  continued  and  even  inroroved. 

A  review  of  the  state  of  the  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal 
works  was  commissioned  and  this  has  thrown  up  the  idea  of  a 
joint  scheme  with  Horncastle  Rural  District  Council  to  include 
developments  outside  the  Woodhall  district  without  the  creation 
of  yet  another  Sewerage  Disposal  Works  to  supervise  and  maintain. 
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During  the  simmer  complaints  of  smell  were  received 
from  the  residents  at  the  top  end  of  Homcastle  Road, 

Initially,  "blame  was  laid  at  the  door  of  the  "bait  -factory 
on  Roughton  Moor  (in  Horncastle  Rural  District)  and  very 
extensive  and  expensive  measures  were  taken  to  minimise 
the  odour  resulting  from  this  industry,  and  subsequently 
the  complaints  fell  off  almost  to  nil. 

At  the  time  of  writing,  however,  in  July  1972  there 
has  been  a  recondescence  of  smell  over  the  last  two  whole 
months  -  starting,  in  fact  before  the  bait  factory  became  again 
operational. 

This  has  led  me  to  suspect  that  there  may  be  more  than 
one  source  of  smell  nuisance  in  the  area,  and  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  of  Homcastle  Rural  District  Council  are  endeavouring 
to  seek  these  out.  It  will  be  agreed,  I  am  sure,  that  the 
nuisance  tends  to  occur  during  still  evenings,  at  its  worst  at 
dusk.  Hardly  the  ideal  time  for  wandering  round  the  various 
tracks  and  unmade  roads  in  the  area,  and  progress  has  not  so  far 
been  adequate,  in  that  complaints  are  still  being  received, 

When  it  has  been  finally  tracked  to  its  source  or  sources, 
the  action  to  be  taken  is  complex;  firstly,  one  attempts  by 
personal  persuasion  to  get  the  operators  to  adopt  the  best 
possible  methods  to  reduce  the  nuisance  (Total  abolition  may  be 
technically  impossible).  Should  this  fail,  the  next  steps 
would  be  a  Statutory  Notice  and  if  this  fails,  prosecution  in  the 
Magistrates  Court,  In  a  prosecution  an  adequate  defence  would 
be  to  show  that  the  best  practicable  means  of  control  were  being 
used  and  the  prosecution  would  fail,  leaving  the  Council  to  pay 
the  costs.  At  this  stage  there  might  be  an  application  for  the 
Attorney  Generals  fiat  for  an  action  in  the  High  Court  and,  if 
this  were  obtained,  much  the  same  rules  would  apply.  Finally,  in 
the  absence  of  any  other  solution,  there  is  the  possibility  of  an 
Authority  offering  to  buy  the  premises  to  close  them  down.  It  is 
my  personal  opinion  that  the  source  of  the  smell  will  be  tracked 
down  in  the  near  future  and  prove  tolerably  easy  to  control, 
although  as  with* other  industrial  and  agricultural  processes 
it  may  not  be  possible  to  absolutely  remove  the  last  occasional 
whiff. 


I  feel,  however,  that  at  present,  residents  in  the  area 
are  not  able  to  see  anything  being  done  and  have  an  undeniable 
cause  for  complaint.  However,  since  most  people  are  reasonable 
in  their  complaints  and  are  satisfied  when  all  reasonable 
measures  have  been  taken,  I  have  now  more  hope  of  being  able  to 
satisfy  them  than  I  had  a  few  days  ago. 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified;  this  is  a  matter 
of  importcnce  because  the  Spa  depends  in  no  small  measure  on  its 
catering  trade  and  bulk-cooking  has  inherent  dangers  not  present 
in  the  domestic  kitchen  -  principally  that  large  masses  of  meat 
take  longer  to  thaw,  cook,  and  cool  than  the  mini -joint  allowed 
to  the  housewife  at  present  prices.  Recent  events  in  another 
district  shows  that  accidents  can  happen  in  what  were  believed  to 
be  the  best  regulated  circumstances,  so  that  large-scale  catering 
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is  always  a  source  of  worry  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  Much  of  the  food-poisoning  which  exists  all 
over  this  country  is  very  mild  and  not  brought  to  medical 
attention.  Those  who  suffer  most  severely  are  the  very 
young  or  the  very  old.  Much  education  is  given  to  mothers 
on  safe  feeding  for  babies  whilst  the  County  Council  exerts 
rigid  control  over  school  canteens,  all  of  which  are  required 
to  keep  a  refrigerated  sample  of  each  meal  in  case  a  school 
meal  is  blamed.  At  the  other  end  of  the  scale,  the  elderly 
with  restricted  means  are  more  than  likely  to  eat  re -heated 
food  and  to  be  less  able  to  ensure  that  it  is  in  tip-top 
condition.  At  least  one  manufacturer  has  produced  a  "meal 
for  one"  which  can  be  guaranteed  safe  and  suitable  as  an 
elderly  person’ s  main  meal  on  the  days  when  the  meals-on- 
wheels  service  does  not  operate.  As  it  is,  there  is  a  •  . 

tendancy  for  some  of  the  old  folk  to  save  half  the  meal  to 
eat  the  following  day.  This  would  be  most  dangerous  if 
there  was  any  flaw  in  the  initial  preparation  of  the  meal. 
That  no  such  cases  have  come  to  light  does  great  credit  to 
the  cooks  for  the  W.R.V.S,  The  regular  visit  of  the  W.R.V.S 
in  delivering  the  meals  is  infinitely  more  than  just  a 
delivery  service,  the  volunteer's  get  to  know  their  clients 
and  can  often  initiate  action  when  some  change  in  the 
client’s  condition  calls  for  it.  In  other  cases  it  may  be 
the  action  of  the  milkman  who  notices  that  yesterday’ s 
bottle  is  untouched  that  alerts  the  services.  In  fact, 
despite  all  our  organized  services  we  are  almost  helpless 
without. the  help  of  the  public,  both  those  who  inform  and 
those  who  complain,  for  both  help  direct  attention  to 
where  it  is  needed,

Water  Supply 

The  chronic  complaint  of  occasional  discolouration 
of  water  does  still  continue,  although  both  chemical  and 
bacterial  qualities  show  its  harmlessness.  The  Board  are 
investing  substantial  sums  in  renewing  mains  with  P.V.C. 
which  should  eventually  reduce  the  nuisance.  However,  the 
re-routing  of  the  flow  may,  in  the  short  term,  actually 
worsen  the  appearance. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

Members  will,  of  course,  all  be  aware  that  the  outcome 
of  the  survey  they  commissioned  was  a  proposal  to  join  with 
Horncastle  Rural  District  Council  in  a  scheme  to  include  the 
environs  of  the  Spa  as  well  as  actual  improvements  in  the  Urban 
District.  It  may  not  be  completed  by  the  date  of  reorganisation 
but  it  was  a  good  bit  of  forward  planning  and  an  exercise  in 
co-operation. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Plans  were  laid  during  the  year  to  reorganise  the  service 
with  the  aid  of  an  up-to-date  type  of  vehicle.  The  Spa  is  now 
for  the  first  tine  in  many  years  receiving  a  regular  weekly 
collection.  The  tip  will  not  last  very  much  longer  but  it  is 
intended  that  disposal  will  become  a  county  function  and  the 
new  District  will  only  collect  refuse  and  deliver  it  to  a 
collecting  point.
